Wanchai until last winter) ‘as 
co-occupanta ‘of St. John's Hall, 
Bonham Road. ‘ 

Apparently some strong ob- 
jectlon te this plan was ralsed 
in certain quarters, and the 

latest information hos it that 
the Educational Authorities 
have now decided to sond -the 
Government = Vernacular = Pri- 
mary School to St. John's Hall 
instead of the Wanchai Anglo- 
Chinese P. M. School, 

It ia difficult to aatertain 
what exactly the motive fa be- 
hind the forces that have led 
to this change of the original 
p:an, in favour of which, how-: 
aver. I should like to put for- 
ward the fo'lowing polnts of- 
argument for the consideration 
of the Educational Authorities. 

Firstly, the Wanchai District 
‘in the second most denscly po- 
pulated urban aren fn all Hong- 
Kong. Thé Government Verna- 
cular primary School is the 
only Institution of its kind at 
present to serve the very large 
section of the residents there 
who cannot afford to send their 
children to the highty commer- 
clalized private schools. The 
logical step, under such cir- 
cumstances, fyr the Government 
to take, that is if it really has 
the people's welfare’ at henrt, 
will not only aeek to keep the 
school In the district, but will 
make great efforta to enlarge 
it-anc to increase its numbor 
to meet the urgent requirement. 

Secondly, let us think of the 
many youngsters of ten and un- 
der of the Government Verna- 
cular Primary School. These 
tots come from nearby families. 
Their parents send them to this 
school for many considerations, 
but the first, if not the most 
important, one fs that it ia near 
at-hand, Natura'ly the moving 
of the school out to any great 
distance from their neighbour- 
hood’ can only mean that either 
they will have to withdraw from 
the school, or e!se will daily 
risk the distance, which, in’ the 
present case, covers all. the. way. 
from their Wanchai homes: the 
busieat sections of the city traf- 
fic. Of course, some of theso 
children will rid¢é in trams or 
buses but, as the present clumsy 
system of local transport 
atands, they must needs change
